(Kuroki’s) to which it belonged and was 
also confronted by a powerful body of 
the enemy advancing through the hills 
towards Pensihu. Tho situation was thus 
exceedingly perilous for the Pensihu 
force, since behind it, on the left bank of 
the rivor, was a:brigade of Russian infan- 
try with 2,000 cavalry and 2 guns, while 
in its immediate front was anothor 
brigade of infantry, 1,500 cavalry and 8 
guns, and moving down in reinforcomont 
of tho latter wore mixed brigade and a 
regiment followed by other troops. 
Nevertholess this force, a brigade undor 
the command of Major-General Umo- 
zawa, held its ground stubbornly for 12 
hours from morning until evening on tho 
9th. During the night, however, the 
Rassians, by powerful and sudden attacks, 
sucooeded in seizing the heights eastward 
and northward of the main position at 
Pensihu. Umezaws’s brigade however, 
did not lose heart. Not only did it cling 
stoutly to the main position. but also, on 
the morning of the 10th, taking advantage 
of a heavy fog. it recovered all the 
captured heights. Meanwhile General 
Kuroki, who seems to have fully appro- 
ciated the situation, was moving rapidly 
to the suocour of this force, and during 
the night of the 9th-l0th, or on the 
morning of the 10th—the date is not 
clear—he drove back the Russians who 
had severed the communications of 
Umezawa’s brigade and thus averted what 
for a moment had been a’ great danger. 
Subsequently this brigade of the enemy 
with its socompanying . strong. force of 
cavalry, was forced back across the Tritse, 


Meanwhile Marshal Oyama’ had 
taken the field with the opntre ang 
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left armies under Generals Oku and | 
Nozu, and forced back the Russians 
who had assumed the offensive in‘ 
this direction as far as Pankiaopou 
and Liutangkao on the east and left’ 
sides of the railway respectively a’ 
little below Shahopu.

a pursuit beyond absolutely certain | 
reach of the transport corps at a time | 
when a night in the open may in-; 
capacitate thousands upon thousands | 
of brave men.” 
According to our latest telegraphic | 
advices the contending armies are | 
confronting each other on a line} 
‘between the rivers Sha and Hun on 
the left and centre of the Japanese, 
the distance between them along the 
main road from Shahopu to Mukden 
" Yeing only some five hundred to six 
hundred ‘metres, while to the east- 
ward large bodies of Russians are 
supposed to be massing in front of 
General Kuroki, Desultory firing is 
kept up between the Japanese left 
and centre and the Russians in front 
of them. It is supposed that General 
Kuropatkin is contemplating another 
attempt to drive the Japanese 
‘pack to Liaoyang; but it would 
not be surprising to find that his 
present, demonstrations are intended 
to cover a withdrawal to ‘liebling, 
which was long ago designed as the 
point where he would make his next 
important resistance, 

‘he siege of Port Arthur appears 
to be progressing slowly but surely. 
An endeavour is now being made to 
depreciate the importance to Russia 
of this naval tion; an endeavour 
that will not deceive anyone who 
realises that its capture means the 
final destruction of Russian naval | 
power in these waters, and deprives 
the Baltic fleet of any refuge in the 
Far East in the coming winter. The | 
siege of Port Arthur Ban been very 
costly to the Japanese both in men 
and material, but what has been 
gained by it has been well worth the 
expense, General Stissel’s defence 
wil be the brightest page in the 
history of the Russian side of the 
war in 1904, and he and his 
Tron would till be herose ify to 
avoid farther useless bloodshed, they 
were now to surrender. Equal 
admiration must be felt for the 
courage snd determination with 
which the Sipenete have worked 
away at the reduction of this almost 
impregnable fortress, courage and 
determination as brilliantly shown 
by the Japanese navy as by the 
army, and which now seem likely to

Tokio, 14th October. 

Marshal Oyama reports further under 
dato tho 13th of Octobe: 

Since the report already wired was 
dispatched, our right army furiously con- 
tinued the pursuit of the enemy retro 
ing northward. One column, which ad- 
vanced toward Shibchiactse to cut off the 
retreat of the enemy who are in the 
direction of Pensihu, is continuing its 
movement. 

‘Tho central army is continuing to ad- 
vance, attacking the enemy in front of it, 
and will ocoupy a line extending between 
Tungshakou and Huchiakutse during to- 
day. Tho enemy in this direction was 
observed to retreat northward con- 
tinually, even in the evening. 

A large column of the enemy is re- 
ported to haveadvanced towards the east 
from Huanbuatien and commenced de- 
fence works at Chienhwanbuatien, but 9 
detailed report is still awaited. 

The contral column of the left army 
captured four more guns from the enemy 
during the pursuit. ‘The counter-attack 
of the enemy against this column was 
very daring, but after making two counter- 
attacks the enemy was repulsed, having 
suffered heavy losses from our artillery 
and infantry fire, 


























‘The right column of tHe left army, 
while pursuing the enemy, at the west of 
Sbibliho captured five guns snd five 
ammunition waggons, thus making a total 
of twenty-five guns and five ammunition 

ons taken by the left army. 

The general reserve corps and srtillery 
corps removed to the vicinity of Kushao- 
tse, and one portion repulsed the enemy 
at Hunchiatien, and having effected a 
junction with the right wing of the left 
column, is advancing, attacking the enemy 
in front of them.

Marshal Oyama reports:—A résumé 
of the statement of a Russian officer 
who has been taken ‘prisoner by our 
contral army, isas follows :—The strength 
of the Russian forces now under General 
Karopatkin near Mukden having reached 
‘over nine army corps, the Czar ordered 
General Kuropatkin on the 27th Septem- 
ber not to retreat north of Mukden, and 
to take the offensive as soon as circum- 
stances allowed him to do so, in order to 
drive the Japancso back to Southern 
Manchuria and relieve the Russian gar- 
rison in Port Arthur. Thereupon 
General Kuropatkin with the whole of 
bis forces advanced southward and 
divided his forces into three columns, 
contro, le 
sive. The central column consisted of 
the first fourth, and fifth army corps 
under General Zalbsloff. Tho left 
column consisted of about two army 
corps and advanced towards the Japanese 
right under General Stackelberg, 

¢ right column consisted of three 
army corps and advanced towards 
the Japanose left army. Another army 
corps followed under the central column. 
Beside these General Linevitch with the 
Ussuri field army corps advanced towards 
‘the south-east of Linoyang by @ circuitous 
route from the east, so as to threaten the 
Tapanose retreat ‘while General Mis- 
chenko with six regiments of dragoon 
cavalry moved on the right flank of the 
Linevitch detachment. In the present 
engagement the 3rd and 17th Division of 
tho first army corps, especially the first 
brigade, suffered great loss. A company 
of the 145th regiment was annihilated at 
Sankuaishihshan. The third division of 
the Siberian reserve ‘infantry .had vory 
great losses. The original number of fight- 
ing men of each regiment of this division 
was about 4,000, but after Lisoyang thoy 
were reduced to 2,500 and by the present

Most of the papers at this moment 
are laying stress first of all on the fuct 
that General Kuropatkin had loudly 
announced his intention to tske the 
offensive, which announcement found an 
immense echo throughout the world, and 
raised sn ardent hope among the Russian 
people; but at the first shook of battle 
this hope was totally destroyed. The 
writers then criticise the motive for this 
vain taking of the offensive and express 
the opinion that the moment is ripe to 
get rid of the vain illusion about the 
military resources of Russia, and to 
suggest some suitable means to terminate 
the war in the interests of Russia.

A LIGHT ON THE 
BATTLE OF YENTAI. 


17th October. 
THE facts of the capture of hun- 
dreds of prisoners by the Japanese in 
the great battle which is still raging, 
and of the remarkable disparity in 
the casualties on the Japanese and 
Russian sides, is a striking commen- 
tary on the following passage in Carl 
Joubert’s “The Coming Revolution 
in Russia,” in the September issue of 
the “Nineteenth Century and 
After” :—The revolutionary party 
has its hand upon the army, and 
therein lies the essence of success. 
There are soldiers in Manchuria at 
this moment who are pledged to 
make no Japanese widows. It is 
astonishing how badly the Russian 
naval gunner lays his gun, I have 
lately seen two letters, written by 
soldiers at the front, which go far to 
account for the total lack of success 
of the Russian arms. One speaks of 
men voluntarily surrenderiug to the 
Japanese, so that they may not be 
called upon to fight for the Czar. 
The other tells a tale of sudden 
retreat on the part of a company of 
Russian soldiers at the moment when 
victory was in their grasp, and of 
the officer in command, unable to 
stop the stampede of his men, blow- 
ing out his brains.” 











IS JAPAN A MODERN 
ANTEUS? 


I7th October. 

CuassicaL students will remem- 
ber with some pleasure the old 
stories of the giant of Libya, Anteus, 
son of Terra and Neptune, who 
wandered hither and thither inviting 
all and sundry to try a fall with him. 
Classical heroes sometimes lack 
interest, but from the first glimpse 
of Anteus, bent on head-hunting in 
order to provide skulls enough to 
build a temple to his father, to his 
collapse in the arms of Hercules, 
there is no dull line, The grim 
old wrestler met his match at last 
because in Hercules he had an 
opponent who knew the secret of 
his previous success. Contact with 
his mother Earth, it will be remem- 
bered, only gave the giant redoubled | 
strength, and, to prevent him from 
getting this, Hercules lifted him 
into the air and there squeezed him 
to death. Sugh is the bare outline 
of the classical tale. : 

There are not wanting some 
amongst our contemporaries who are 
quick to grant Japan the quarrel- 
some qualities of the ancient wrestler, 
but with dhaticteristit incorisistence 
would deny the others. ' We’ are told 
with unceasing iteration that Japan 


has only begun her predatory course, 
that having blooded Per eword against 
China ten ago she could not 
rest until she had tried a fall— 
Anteeus-like—with aEuropean Power, 
and that had not Russia been at 
hand some other would have been 
selected ; that having successfully 
disposed of Russia (this, of course, 
being for argument’s sake only), 
she will look about for other 
victims and may be expected in 
due course to drive the Americans 
out of Manila and the French from 
Annam. Where she will stop, if 
she stop at all, is not stated, but as 
the Australians are being pointedly 
advised to keep their weather eye 
open we may suppose that the South 
Pole only can: be the limit in that 
direction, after which schoolboys in 
repeating the boundaries of Japan 
will say as follows:—Bounded on 
the north by the Aurora Borealis, 
on the south by the Southern Cross, 
on the east by the Pacific slope, 
and on the west by the Bay of 
Biscay. This is the least that can 
be expected if present prophecy 
come true, To the isascnaols ‘man, 
probably, the boundaries will sound 
a little far-fetched, but then reason- 
able men have already ranged them- 
selves under the banner of com- 
mon-sense and are merely amused 
at the vaticinations of the Russo- 
phils. 

These might ponibly have some 
little weight if they had but & per. 
tice or two of consistency. But 
while with one breath we are being 
assured and doubly assured that it 
is the wrestling Anteus that the 
world has to fear in Japan and that 
—en necessitate rei—Russia will 
first succumb and then the rest, the 
next breath is devoted to the most 
cocksure crowing that Anteus has 
already met his Hercules! It is easy 
to see that there is some slight con- 
fusion of thought here; but as to 
that, we né not feel too much 
surprise, Logical reasoning is nob 
the strong point of the Russophils, 
Either Jay isan Anteus or she 
is not. If yes, then what hope is 
there for Russia, seeing that Russo- 
phils themselves are planning for her 
conqueror further conquests? Far- 
ther, if the old classical analogy is to 
hold we shall see at the first Japanese 
reverse—yet to take place—such a 
re-invigoration as will astonish phils 
and: phobes alike. But this the 
charmingly child-like inconsistency 
of Russian apologists will not allow. 
Japan is Anteus-like in her desire 
to run amok amongst the nations, 
but she will not like him regain 
new strength from the downfall 
which they hope for her. 

The fact of the matter is that 
those who desire the final triumph 
of the European over the Asiatic 
combatant, irrespective of all right 
or justice, ate reduced to so pitiful 
a plight-by the incessant excuses 





that have been ni to explain 

away the continued “ill-luck” of 

their friends, that it is useless to 

expect from them anything but the 

Saseecod. incoherence of a frightened 
en. 

‘The simple facts are so plain that 
none, not even the fool, need mis- 
understand them, Japan is fighting 
for her life, her future, her country, 
and her independence. She is not 
waging an aggressive war. Russia is 
the sso’ It-is she who has 

from _ ‘under to plunder, from 
iniquity to iniquity, until the utter- 
most bounds of the Far East, includ- 
ing the realms of the most anciend 
of monarchies are threatened with 
absorption, the civilised by the 
uncivilised. Japan could do no less 
than she has done—stake -her exist- 
ence upon the issue. Russia was 
fall of promises, but what are her 
promises worth? “We would glad 
make terms with Russia,” remarket 
a Japanese statesman before the 
war began, “bat she will keep 
them only until such time as 
she can afford to disregard them, 
and that, of course, will be the 
moment whea we can no longer 
object efficaciously to her back- 
slidings. We cannot trust Russia 
—her diplomatic bonds have fallen 
deeper than her paper money during 
the Crimean War.” 

All this is so true as to require no 
further proof. What then could 
Japan do but throw down the gaunt- 
let to her inveterate foe? As to the 
rest, the world may feel assured that 
all that Japan wants is to be let 
alone to work out her own destiny. 
She deserves a voice, an equal ‘voice 
with any, in the control of the future 
of ths Far East, That she should 
wish to safeguard the independence 
of China as against any aggression 
from the West is as navural as that 
France should resist German aggres- 
sion on Belgium. Her own existence 
depends on it, If, then, such aggres- 
sion should bring Japan into conflict 
with other Western Powers, that will 
be their fault not hers. They have 
no ground for farther aggression in 
China, for China, too, has entered 
upon the path of reform and re- 
quires time only to equal, perha] 
to surpass, her neighbour, If the 
European Powers would regret to see 
this they could not speak more 
plainly than some of their actions 
seem to do in connection with this 
present war. We for our own parb 
have more than once expressed the 
opinion that aggression against China 
except in self-defence is no lon; 
justifiable. We want to trade with 
China not to subjugate her, and we 
believe that so far from there being 
any desire on the part of Japan to 
resent this, she is heart and soul 
with those whose aim ib is, and 
would oppose those only whose 
desires are predatory rather than 
mercantile. 
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THE RUSSIAN 
DISAPPOINTMENT. 


18th October. 

Tue small newspaper that has 
lately been established in Tientsin 
with Russian money, and that has 
introduced itself to public favour 
under the name of the well-known and 
erudite magwzine published for so 
many years in Hongkong, has an 
article in its issue of the 12th instant, 
headed “The Turn of the Tide," 
which is not of much value in itself, 
but is interesting as an indication of 
the expectations that were formed 
by the tisans of Russia when 
General Kuropatkin issued his con- 
fident proclamation to his troops that 
the Czar had sent him adequate ; 
reinforcements and that the time to 
take the offensive had arrived. It 
seems a little hard to call this, as 
has been done, a thrasonical pro- 
clamation, especially when we know 
that General Kuropatkin was not 
following his own judgment, but was 
actiug under imperative orders from 
the Czar. That notable invention 
of the nineteenth century, the electric 
telegraph, has been responsible for 
too many mistakes and disasters, and 
none have suffered more from it than 
diplomatists aud commanders in the 
field. When a Moltke, or a Yama- 
gata, is at one end of the wire, the 
men in the field at the other end 
may pay heed to it perhaps with 
advantage, but when it is a Czar 
with more self-confidence than know- 
ledge, and no experience to sup 
his ignorance, the result is alms 
sure lo be disastroy To us whe 
have now before us a part at least 
of the resulis of Geueral Kuro- 
patkin’s unfortunate compliance with 
the Imperial command, the exulta- 
tion of the “China Review” is indeed 
melancholy. 

“At last,” it says, “after many 











months of uphill and disheartening 
work, darkened by the abuse and 
misrepresentations of a servile sub- 
sidised anti-Russian Press, the glad 
news reaches us that the tide of the 
fortune of war has begun to turo; 
aud that now, having been aufliciently 
reinforced, the Russian Commander- 
in-Chief is at last able to begin 
the offensive.” Here, the writer is 
already going a good deal outside his 
instructions, He makes a serious 
mistake in allowing tha. it has been 
uphill and disheartening work, for 
we have been told all along by the 
partisan of Russia, that General 

‘uropatkin’s repeated strategic move- 
ments to the rear were part of his 
original plan; that he set out with 
the intention of retiring gradually 
from Corea to Harbin, and gently 
tempting the Japanese to get as far 
as possible from their base, even if 
the process landed them in time on 
the shores of Lake Baikal. This, if 
if was his plan, he carried out agsidy- 


ously, and to call it “uphill and 
disheartening work” is to throw 
discredit on Russia’s greatest Genera’. 
Tt was strategy ; uviuviting strategy 
at the time, but to be judged in 
time by its results; aud the “uphill 
and disheartening work ” came when 
the General was ordered by an incon- 
siderate sovereign to abandon his 
plan and start off on an entirely 
different task. The “China Review” 
continues: “A forward movement 
which is, singularly enongh, syn- 
chronous with the commencement of 
the Japanese retirement.” There is 
not really very much singularity in 
this, because it is almost a truism 
that two bodies canuot occupy the 
same space, and if one moves forward 
the other must retire. “Thus,” the 
writer continues “is General Kuro- 
patkin’s strategy justified and his 
soundness of judgment proved, and 
their final consummation will not be 
very far off now.” It is quite true 
that General Kuropatkin’s soundness 
of judgment has been proved, but 
not in the way the writer proph: sies. 
‘The General's strategy and judgment. 
were to go ou retiring, and disaster 
has overtaken him whenever he 
allowed his judgment to be over- 
ruled, and thus indeed his stra'egy 
has been justified and bis soundness 
of judgment proved. It will be better 
for the Caar if he hereafter refrains 
from interfering with the designs of 
his Commander-in-Chief. 








“We wonder,” says the “China 
Review,” “what kind of screeds we 
shall see issued by the Japanese and 
‘lied journals afver this, as an excuse 

Uh ah 


lonment of the alumate 
yeu's cunpaign, as 
stated otticiaily over and over again, 
viz, the occupation of Mukden, and 
its retention as » starting-point for 
the new campaign to be organised 
next year?” To talk of abandun- 
ment is a little premature, consider- 
ing that the Japanese are consider- 
ably nearer Mukden now than they 
were on the 12th, when the “China 
Review” was published. By the by, 
we believe the editor of that paper 
profesces to be an Englishman end is 
therefore one of Japan's allies, and 
his sneer at “the Japanese and allied 
journals” seems tu lack something 
of patriotism ani good taste. ‘We 
need not follow him in his jibes 
at the Japanese for not having yet 
taken Port Arthur; his concluding 

ragraph shows how _ heartily 
be “hae” adopted the cause of the 
Russians, as might be expected from 
a man who was with the Boers at 
Majuba, and with the English in the 
late war. He says: “ With a crippled 
army and navy, a poor financial out- 
look, the change in feeling which has 
come over Great Britain aud America, 
and the certainty that all they have 
done up to the present in Manchuria 
will prove futile, we cannot congratu- 
late Japaa upon the outlook. M's- 
calculations may be made by even 





the cleverest of Generals; but it must 
be admitted that the Japanese com- 
manders have gone beyond their 
tethers, and they will now find that 
having to retreat with a strong army 
following them up is quite a different 
form of warfare to their hitherto 
successful advance.” Such an ex- 
perienced campaigner ought to have 
remembered the danger of prophesy- 
ing unless you know. 








THE POLICY OF THE 
MANCHUS. 


19th October. 

OnE of our native daily contem- 
poraries has published recently a 
startling paper on the snbject of 
the present policy of the Manchus 
in China, Though he gives it under 
the head of “rumours,” the editor 
evidently regards the story as some- 
thing more serious than’ tea-house 
gossip. If there is a grain of truth in 
it, it is a grain of dynamite, liable at 
no distant time to cause an explosion, 
and since the experience of 1900 
such rumou's are not to be lightly 
ignored, Th following is a translae 
tion of the important parts of the 
article :— 

“Tich Liang’s mission to the south 
is now attracti iy the eyes an! euts 
of the world. Speculation us to its 
secret aims has given rise to a crop 
of rumours cov-ring both banks of 
the Great River from its mouth to 
its headwares. Our first, impres- 
mm was that these rumours were 
invented by enetnies of the Envoy, 
bas we ave new inelined to think 
that they emanate from his own 
suite. They aro, in fact, attributed 
to his confidential adviser, a Manchu 
who has studivd and travelled in 
foreign countries, According to this 
authority, as rumour has it, the 
objects of the mission are three :— 

“1, In the interest of the Court, 
to curtail the power of the provin- 
cial magnates. This is to be effected 
by depriving them of the coutto of 
the revenues and of the militury. 
Without these they will be no beter 
than inanimate figureheads, and in 
case of some tremendous coup like 
that of Kéng-tse (1900, when they 
were ordered to massacre all for- 
eigners), they will not again dare to 
disobey the Imperial mandate. 

“2. It is intended to repress the 
Chinese race, urd to reduce them to 
a position of more marked inferiority. 
That, indeed must fullow from the 
preceding; for when the provincial 
authorities are stripped alike of purse | 
and sword, their people will be at the 
mercy of the Court.” As in ancient 
sports, they will be treated as aliens 
and reduced to the condition of helots 
or predial serfs; no one of them 
| being al'owed to rise high r in the 
cuvil service than the third rank (that 
lof the blue button).

“3. To prepare for a war with Ja- 
pan, The Japanese are known to 
favour the Chinese azainst the Man- 
chus, aud if successful in expelling 
the Russians (from Manchuria), their 
arrogance and ambition will be a 
peril to the reigning house. To avert 
that peril, it will be necessary to at- 
tack the victors before they have 
time to recover from their exhaustion. 

“Tn the budget of rumours these 
three points are the most alarming, 
but there are several minor items 
worth reporting.” 

Our trans!ator has not thought 
these miuor items of sufficient im- 
portance to appear in an English 
dress, but there are two remarks that 
occur at once, This paper, if it 
proves nothing more, indicates a 

+ growing distrust between the Man- 
chus and the subject race. Is it 
liberty, or is it audacity that makes 
it possible for such an editorial to 
appear ina native journal? 

‘The troubles of 1900 were certain- 
ly the outcome of the Wat in 

898, and the coup d’étatitself was an 
effort of the older Manchus to regain 
the power and prestige which they 
felt would slip away from them alto- 
gether if the Tbmpetor’s addiction to 
reform was allowed to be realised. 
‘these Manchus made use of the 
Boxers in 1900 as the means 
to recover their authority threat- 
ened by the introduction of West- 
ern ideae, and in their ignorance 
they thought that if they killed 
all the foreigners in China, and the 
Chinese who showed any toleration 
for Western ideas, they could definitely 
and once for all bring the empire 
back into its ancient ways. But 
since 1900 the Empress Dowager 
herself has shown leanings towards 
reform, and the old system in China 
is menaced most seriously by a 
hitherto despised Oriental nation, 
which has turned traitor to Oriental 
ideas. It is possible, therefore, that 
the older Manchus are contemplating 
one more effort to reassert them- 
selves before they go under alto- 
gether, and that the mission of 
Tieh Liang, and the recrudescence of 
Boxerism under other names of which 
we have been hearing fom the 
interior, are connected with this 
movement. Unfortunately for them, 
the older Manchus hav+ an active 
and a growing enemy in their own 


camp. ‘The Emperor himself, his 
ouvger brother Prince Chun, 
rince Pu Lun, Prince Tsai 


Chén, and others of the younger 
Manchns, are strongiy in sympathy 
with the Chinese reformers ; they are 
in some respects more Chinese than 
the Chinese themselves. Some of 
them have been allowed, and more 
are being allowed, to see the outside 
world, and realise that if China 
wishes to pre-erve her independence 
and integrity, she must march wi 
the procession. ‘The fature, and it is 
becoming a very near future, is in 








the hands of the young men of 
enlighienment and enterprise, and 
the Mrs. Partingtons even of Peking 
cannot successfully defy the incoming 
tide of the ozean.

THE question whether the single 
or double trollery system is to be 
adopted for the tramways which we 
hope to see some day running in 
Shanghai is a very serious one. It 
appears to be feared that the Muni- 
cipal Council have practically decided 
on adopting the sing'e trolley 
system, a decision which meets with 
s'rong and well-funded op- 
position from the Director of the 
Sicawei Observatory, the Adminis- 
tration of the Imperial Chinese Tel 
grsphs, the Cable Companies, and 
the Gas and Water Companies, all 
instizutions of the greatest value 
to Shanghai, aud whose arguments 
therefore must be very carefully 
considered. 

Itis repres nted tht the establish- 
ment of an electric tramway on 
the single tro'ley system may, and 
undoubtedly will, lead to consequ-' 








h| ences which the general community 


hardly realise, ‘The conditions of 
the allavially-formed soil of Shang- 





hai, which is saturated with water 
three or four feet below the crust on 
which our city is erected, are very 
different to those of the majority of 
towns where tramways are success- 
fully operated on the single trolley 
system, and this has always been 
the g:eat objection to placing our 
electric light wires underground. It 
is urged that the adoption here 
of the single trolley system will, 
we may say certainly, result in the 
closing of the Sicawei Observatory, 
which will have to be removed to 
the Hills: a very serious interference 
with Shanghai's telegraphic com- 
munication with the rest of the 
world, and with the telephone 
service; and enormous damage to 
the pipes of our gas and water com- 
panies. What the removal of the 
Sicawei Observatory means was 
shown in the minutes recently pub- 
lished of the meeting of the Com- 
mittee of the Shanghai Geueral 
Chamber of Commerce. 15 means 
the completion of the road to the 
Hills, an immediate expense roughly 
estimated at Ts. 50,000 to Tis. 
60,000, in new buildings and their 
installation, and an annual extra ex- 
pense of Tis. 3,000 a year, plus the 
inconvenience of the greater distance 
of the new Observatory from Shang- 
hai, If the ratepayers of Shanghai 
are more or less indifferent—but 
we hope this is not true—to the 
good working of the Observatory, 
they will surely not be indifferent 
to a matter where their own pockets 
are concerned, and they will strongly 
object t» the threatened loss on their 
gas and water shares, It is under- 
stocd that the French Municipal 
Conncil has decided to adopt the 
double trolley system for its tram- 
ways, and it is surely most reason- 
able that the tramways on both 
sides of the Yangkingpang should 
be worked on the same system. 

‘The question is, it will be seen, 
one of the highest importance, and 
evry point should be most carefully 
considered before the final decision is 
taken by our Municipal authorities, 
It must not be thought there is 
some exaggeration in the above 
statement of the evils that will flow 
from the adoption of the single 
trolley system, The only advantage 
of the system favoured apparently 
by the Couneil’s advisers is that the 
cost is somewhat smaller, a con- 
sideration with concessionaires who 
propose to instal the tramways and 
then sell out; but in a period of, 
say, ten years the saving in electrical 
output by the adoption of the double 
trolley system would fully make up 
for the extra first cost. But even if 
the cost of the better system is 
larger, we should in the general 
interest follow the example of the 
French Municipal Council, and 
strenuously refuse t2 entertain the 
idea of being content with the 
dangerous single trolley system,

The Art of Oross-Examination. By 
Francis L. Wellman, of the New York 
Bar, With the cross-examination of im- 
portant witnesses in some celebrated cases.

‘The author of this book had had twenty- 
five years of court practice when he wrote 
it, during the course of which he examined 
about fifteen thousand witnesses drawn 
from all classes of the emmuuity, His 
long experience, as well as his eminence i 
this branch of his profession qualify him 
to compile a work which should be of 
interest not tu lawyers only, but to any 
educated persons who are interested in 
the processes by which the great cause of 
justice is promoted on this distracted 
Planet. To readers in Chins one of the 
considerations which must thrust itself 
upon every mind is that of the possibility 
(or otherwise) ultimately of introducing 
the theories and the practice here so 
skilfully described, into Chinese courts of 
law, At present, as is well-known to some, 
there is in China'no such thing as what we 
term “evidence,” meaniny that by which 
an allegation is proved or disproved. 
Even when the magistrate desires to get al 
what are euphemistically styled “the 
facts,” he is practically unable to do sv 
first because he has (strange to say) no 
intellectual training which tits him tor the 
werk, and second because as a rule the 
“facts” are inaccessible, even if they 
have any bearing upon the subject as 
finally decided “upon, ‘The chapters 
which will probably be mos: interest. 
ing to the general readers, are those in 
which the verbatim notes of cross-ex- 
‘Amination in celebrated cases are present. 
ed, with appropriate explanations. Of 
these the ost important is that of Richard 
Pigott before the Parnell Commission, by 
Sir Charles Russell, which ix certainly « 
masterpiece of adroitness. On the whole, 
it seems a pity that with ail our much: 
vaunted intellectual triumphs -f modern 
civilisation, we have not only not yet 
advanced a hair's breadth beyond the high 
art of Socrates in asking questions, but t» 
most lawyers und laymen alike the art of 
skilful ques:ioning is comparative y little 
cultivated as alrexdy remarked. ‘The 
pernsal of w book like this cannot be 
without its value to anyone who thinks, 
whatever his profession. 


The Russian Adcance. By Albert J. 
Beveridge. With Maps, New York and 
London: Harper and Brothers, 1904 

Tho author of this timely work is a 
United States Senator from Indiana, who 
has repeatedly visited the Far East, on the 
last occasion in 1901, making the journey 
from Russia through Siberia, and down 
the Amur, the railway being not then 
completed, This long route of travel 
must have consumed many months, bat 
everywhere the author seems to have beon 
indefatigably indus'rious in interviewing 
everyone from whom anything could b- 
expected in the way of light, with a result 
which is singularly luminous and informing. 

It is @ point of capital importance that 
he does not undertake to tell his readers 
“all about Russia,” nor “all about Japan,? 
but only to report what, he saw, or supposed 
himself to see, with comments of his own 
and others, and with an evident im- 
partiality which soon wins his reader's 
confidence. 

Mr. Beveridge divides his book into 
twenty-nine chapters, of which somewhat 
more than half are devoted tv the Asiatic 
side of his theme, and the remainder to 















































ple of various ranks, the government, 
Ene religious aopecta of the cational "ike 
emeluding with an account of the three 
greatest men in the Empire, Tolstoi 
Witte, and the much less-known Pubye- 
donostseff, Procurator of the Holy Synod 
of the Russian Church. 

After nine chapters dwelling in detail 
upon the situation of the Russian Empire, 
and the internal pressure which has pushed 
her on in the age-long quest for the « 
sea, the reader finds in chapters X and XT 
what at the present time will no doubt be 
of the greatest interest to reiders any- 
where, under the captions: “Collision of 
Ruseia’s Advance with Japan,” and ‘the 
Soldier of the Russian Advance and the 
Soldier of Japan.” Here one meets with 
& discriminating and faithful picture of 
conditions as they appeared before the war, 
which, it should be said, is repeatedly 
pointed out as in its nature as inevi 
as it must be far-reaching in its conseq 
ences. The opisfions of both Russians and 
Japanese in the best position to entertain 
an opinion are freely cited to show in 
what light the matter was viewed less 
than three years before the clash 
began. Each side claimed to be ready on 
the instant, “ with how much reason we are 
now better able to decide than when the re- 
marks were uttered.” In a footnote to one 
of these chapters the author, after the 
book had gone to press, perceiving that 
matters were tending to a crisis, expresses 
the opinion tht in view of the lack of 
adequate preparation ou each sid- the act- 
ual conflict might be for a time staved off, 
but that nothing permanent could come of 
that, By reason of the great events. which 
have occurred since this book went to preas, 
the discussion of the real nature of the 
Russian Empire, of its potentialities, and 
its probable future, xlways matters of in- 
tense interest to the student of contempor- 
aneous history, have become much more 
so than ever. ‘One feels the hopelessness 
of the expectation that ® people like the 
English, a nation like the British, a race 
like the Anglo-S.xon no matter how long 
the time, should ever be able to compre: 
hend the Russian, or even the Russian 
Empire. It is not its vastnes—to that we 
are accustomed in our own partof the world 
—nor yet its heterogeneousness—of that 
also we have experience, but its total lsck 
of resenblance ty anything elsewhere t» be 
found. Here is one of the largest aggroga 
tions of human beings on the planet, with 
the wreater parts of its units in a state of 
the most imperfect development, placed in 
such a situation as to be in contact with 
almost half the rest of the world. and 
with a subconscious sense of a divine mis- 
sion to absorb all the rest of Asia, inci. 
dentally taking the remainder of mankind 
under its kind tutelage to teach them what 
real civilisation, progress, and especially 
religion are ! 

‘The colossal audacity of this unconcesl- 
ed programme in what first strikes the 
observer, and next to that the fact that

the creature of an all-prevailing evoluti 
than the Russian himself, and, especially 
t the present juncture, it is qui 

important to take account of him. Un- 
less all history misleads us he has come to 
stay, and so far as quslifications for 
surviving go, he does not appear 
to be at any disadvantage as compared 
with his big, burly Slavic comp -titor, 
who is for the moment unable to 
despis him, however cordially he may 
hate him. Fortunately the business of 
making war on acontinental scale is not 
only extremely expensive, but it con- 
stantly becomes more and more difficult on 
account of the force of public «pinion, 
which, even iu despotic Russia is a feature 
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not distant future on a far larger scale than 
now. Since the events of the past decade 
have forced the American people, however 
reluctantly, to concern themselves with 
Far Eastorn questions, it ia an excellent 
sign of the times that rising men of early 
middle lifo are oxerting themselves not only 
to understand world problems, but also to 
assist their countrymen todo the same. 
No other volume published on that side 
the water is likely to do this to better pi 
pose than this account of the “Russian 
Advance.” We shall look forward with 
interest to some new and eularged edition 
in which the events of this epoch-making 
conflict are summarised in the author's 
lucid style, with appropriate comments. 
In the meantime, wo advise everyone who 
has not yet done #0 to look iuto these 
chapters, a8 a useful supplement to what 
one already knows, however much that 
may be. The Russians are a wonderful 
wonderful race ! 
But some mode of dividiny the earth will 
have to be found, for the former certainly 
cannot have it all,

Execution of Officials. . 


Tho aftermath of tho official treachery 
at Liuchoufu, which was the cause of the 
last fillip to the rebellion in those parts, 
still continues. One official, namod 
Chang, who used to be magistrate at Kuei- 
lin some few years ago, known to your 
correspondent, and who was in office in 
those parts, has been beheaded for not 
having protected his charge. One fool 
sorry for the fellow for he certainly had 
nothing whatever todo with the order 
for the fifteon hundred troops to be dis- 
armed and sent to Canton for execution. 
No wonder that when they heard the 
order for their destruction they took the 
law into their own hands. And who can 
really blame them.? It must be placed 
upon higher shoulders. 

‘Then again onthe 3rd of September two 
military officials wore beheaded her: 
One a man named Hsing, a chentai, also 
ared button mandarin, who had’ pro- 
viously been sentenced to banishment, 
but who while on his way through Hunan 
had escaped and returned to Kueilin. 
He was captured one day and summari- 
ly decapitated the next. His offence 
was that his soldiers had turned rebels 
in the Liuchon affair. 

With him was another who bad been 
in charge of troops at a place near by, who 
had been wanted for some time, but’ had 
been reported as dead by the above. He, 
however, had been all the time in Kuei 
lin, acting as instructor to the now 
police. Report hast thaton ono of their 
persons was found the list of a largo 
number of rebels, also plans whoroby 
Kueilin was to be captured. 

A Kuangsi Amazon. 

A man, who was for some. time in my 
employ, but who latterly has been living 
near to Liuchoufu, says that affairs in 
the country aro very bad. All the 
populace are armed, and when there is 
warning of any rebels coming, the whole 
turn out to fight. Or sometimes they 
make themselves scarce till the danger is 
overpast. Ho also reports that one of 


























the most famous leaders is a woman, 
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between thirty and forty years of ago. 
Readers will remember that in the late 
risings in the province of Szechuan a 
woman was reported to be one of the 
chief leaders. This Kuangsi Amazon 
wears three bandoliers, rides her horse 
like a man and seems absolutely fearless. 
One day she rode up to the official of a 
small town and shot him dead. Theman 
referred to above says he dare not go 
back. Another old servant is reported 
to be a prisoner in the rebels’ hands. 
A War of Extermination. 

The ordinary plan of the robels is to 
attack a town or village, ransack the 
stores and rich people's houses, and kill 
those only who resist, except they be 
officials. ‘The poorer people are usually 
left alone. Howover of late the rebels 
have been becoming much moro virulent, 
aud go in more for wholesale slaughter, 
compelling the people to join them. 
This is possibly in retaliation for the 
severer measures meted out to their 
villages by the Government troops. I 
becoming more of a war of extermination 
on both sides. However it may be, the 
Government are taking a very 
view of the situation. 

An Arsenal Burned. 

It was reported that a large section of 
the rebels (one out of many) had been 
surrounded by the troops in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kingyuenfu, but now it 
transpires that it was the troops who have 
been surprised and cut to pieces by their 
‘opponents, with the loss of course of all 
their arms, etc, It is also stated that 
the large arsenal at Liuchoufu, newly 
stocked since the rising there, has been 
burned to the ground, 

The “Brotherhood” aud the 
“Triads.” 

It would be hard to say- what part of 
the province is not more or less in 
rebollion. From various parts one hears 
of the doings of the Kotihuei, i.c., “The 
Brotherhood,” which seems to be but 
another name for the Triads. If not that 
the same. Both these societies 
becoming very active. 

Wanted - Roads, 

‘The Vicproy remains in Kueilin, but 
thore is talk ‘that he will be recalled to 
Canton, or altogethor in fact, for there 
seems to be little prospect of the method 
adopted succeeding in putting down the 
rebellion. - While the country remains 
80 cut off from everywhere it is almost 
impossible to pacify it from outside. 
‘The mountain passes are so steep, and 
the fastnesses so many, that no ordinary 
supplies of troops aro of any avail. If 
first of all roads were cut, nnd police 
posts established, then with an open 
market, and security of transport, the 
country would probably soon settle down. 
In many of the back parts the normal 
price of rice is about a dollar a picul, but 
with the existing trials, no more is grown 
than needed for local needs. With roads 
it would be far otherwise. As the days 
of light railways have not come yet, I 
merely suggest roads, but for all that the 
fortune of anyone would be made who 
opened a light railway between Kueilin 
and ‘Tsuenchou, thus connecting the 
easily-navigable headwaters of the Cassia 
and the Siang River. 

Roman Catholic Mission Work. 

In addition to the French Roman. 
Catholic priest, who has now been here 
for three years, three young Marist 
brothers have lately arrived, and have 
opened a school, which is subsidised by 
the French Government. There is also a 
school on the same footing at the city of 
Nanning on the West River. The young 
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brothers attract good deal of attention 
in the city, as they wear the dress of tho 
order and not the Chinese dress as do 
the priests. 

The Provincial College. 

The reformed and partly rebuilt Pro- 
vincial College was opened by the Viceroy 
at the end of August. The place is now, 
provided the teachers are satisfactory, 
likely to do well. I hope to send a 
fuller account. 

No Men to Spare. 

Proclamations are up announcing that 
people are wanted to go to South Africa 
at fifty conts a day. But I much ques- 
tion whether the populace will be “having 
any” as the saying is. Also it sooms 
pity, to put it on no higher basis, that 
able-bodied men should be enticed, or 
worse, from a province like Kuangsi, 
which is suffering from a dearth of po- 
pulation. ‘The country has been decima- 
tied so many times by rebellions in fifty 
years that every man is sorely neoded 
‘at home. There isno surplus population, 
as in other parts of Chins. Why is it 
that such téns of thousands of Hunanese 
enter the province every year? Also there 
are numbers of immigrants from Kiangsi 
Kuangtung, and other provinces. It is 
said that the Viceroy intends to deport 
the rebels, but I think that there is more 
prospect of those latter gentlemen de- 
porting his Excellency and his agonts. 
Ofcourse helpless villagers can be cap- 
tured and sent down as rebels, but prob- 
ably by the time they reach Wnchou, 
after the sufferings they will have goue 
through, there is not much chance of 
their passing the examination, prior to 
deportation. And what abont the womon 
and children? But I suppose they do 
not count. For the sake of Kuangei, not 
to mention other reasons, I sincerely 
hope that the supply from 'this province 
may not be looked for, in fact that the 
demand be rescinded. 





























NGANKING. 
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(raoxt 4 CORRESPONDENT.)

A Fine City. 
A gentleman wh enjoys an enviable 
reputation among his friends for tho ex- 
cellency of his taste and judgment, recent- 
ly paid a visit to Nyanking. After seeing 
the sights of our fair city, including-a so 
called av-nue of marble starues, left _pro- 
strare and matiiated by the Taiping rebel, 
he declared that Nganking was the finest 
looking city he has seen in China, not ex- 
cepting the moe famed Soochow and 
Hangchow, Perhays this muy he con- 
sidered a little delicate flattery of our 
civiepride: but certain it is, that Nanking, 
just now, dows present a fine xppearance, 
The princi;al wreets are newly paved and 
in fine condition; quite a number of new 
houses have gone up in the Inst few months 
and many of the o!d have been freshened 
up by coats of paint and white or rither 
grey wash. This, taker: in connec ion with 
the fact that wa have here one of the finest 
pagodas in all Obina; that the city is well 
situated on many hills ; and that the sur- 
rounding country is very beautiful: may 
perhaps be enough to justify the enthusias- 
tic comment of our friend. 
The Provincial University. 
Conspicuous among the recent erections 
are the new buildings of the 
Provincial University. These _ present 
x fine modern appearance and wo 
lead one to think that possibly this school 
was one of those thst disseminate light 
and stimulate to progress, 80, con- 
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stituting the hope of the new China. 
This is what we believed and hoped last 
ear; but alas! the aspect of things has 
n grievously changed, and the institu- 
tion cannot be reckoned as one of the 
hopefal features in the situation. Last 
year the director of the University was a 
man of progressive ideas. He increased 
the staff of terchers by two young men 
who had been educated abroad, and one 
who was for several years at St. John’s 
College, Shanghai. For a while every- 
thing was most promising ; but before the 
end of the first half-session the forces of 
reaction and soneecration, gained the 
upper hand. The progressive director 
reveal: ‘and the Ewe" teachers with 
foreign education had their resignations 
tendered them, while the St. John’ 
College student is completing his year’s 
engagement in a most unsympathetic 
atmosphere, with the certainty that his 
services will be no longer desired after 
the close of the present term, 
The Military College and the 
Model Training Camp. 

Nganking has, however, one institution— 
or rather two in one—of which it may well 
be proud. These are the Military College 
and the Model Training Camp, conducted 
under the same management. These two 
institutions are under Government auspices 
‘and supported by the provincial funds ; 
but the credit for what they have ac- 
complished belongs in large measure 
to the officer who has organised and 
‘at present conducting them, Com- 
nder Tang is a Cuutonese gentle. 

, who combines a modern ‘scien 
tific education and progressive ideas with 
the wisdom which sees that China cin be 
reformed only oue step at a time, and does 
not confuse the first step with the last, 
Ho was for ten years an officer in the mo- 
dorn squadron of the Chinese Navy, and 
spent three years in Knglacd auperistond- 
ing the construction of the two big crui- 
sersthat were built there for China shortly 
after the Chino-Jap nese wi 

During the three years that Mr. Tang has 
been in charge of the Military College in 
Nganking he has succeeded in raising it to a 
high plane of efficiency. ‘The hundred and 
more students are given a three years’ 
course in mothematies, surveying and other 
branchesof the science of arms, and careful- 
ly trained and drilled by the military in- 
structors, two officers of the Japanese Army, 
In visiting the Uolleye, one is surprised to 
find that careful attention to detail, which 
in miost Chinese instit is conspicuous 
by its xbsence. Everything is clean and 
in perfe:t order. The discipline is excel. 
lent, and yet the Commandant takes a 

rsonal interest in the individual stu- 

jents, which must make him very popular 

among them. The graduates of the in- 
stitution will be commissioned as officers 
and distriuted among the various camps 
of troops in the province. Here they will 
he expected to utilise their kn-wledge and 
caming in raising the standard of the 
under their charge. A task that 
certainly offers ample scope for their 
energies. 

‘The Modul Training Camp, also organised 
and conducted by Commander Tang, is 
ab ut half-a-wile from the ¢ lego. Its 
full comp'ement of soldiers is just. three 
hundred, who are carefully selected from 
th+ many applicants. These three hundred 
men, between the sges of eighte n and 
twenty-1wo, are given a thorough course in 
gymnastics and drilled for five hours a day 
hy graduates of the Milivary College. A 
Kuvwledge of the character is a prerequisite 
for adm‘ssion, and they receive two hours’ 
instruction daily in xrithmetic, drawing, 
and tactics. At the end of a year they are 
examined and the b-st «f them passed on 
to the military cvllege, v0 they have this 
possibility to. stimulate them. Drinking, 
gambling, and opium-smoking are absolute 
ly forbidden, and uo suld-er is a!lowe! to 
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eave the camp without 
written and countersign 

‘The barracks in which the soldiers are} 
quartered are as neat_and comfortable as 
any your correspondent has ever seen. 
‘The same quilitics of cleanliness, ord 1, 
and ca-efal discipline are zoticeable as at 
the college ; and the company drill of the 
troopa would do no discredit to European 
soldiery. 

‘There was formerly n0 essential connec- 
tion between the Training Camp and tho 
Cullege, except that both were under 
Commander Tong's direction But, in 
future, te camp will be the only road for 
‘admission to the college and applicants for 
the latter institution will have to spend 
their first year in tho camp, and by their 
record for this time provo their fitne:s to 
become officers in the new amy of his 
Tmperinl Majesty. On this account the 
camp is now enlisting at L 
lass of m:n, amon; quite 
few holding the first literary degree, 

Commander Tang his sue veded in 
ing the confi lence of the p-ovincial offic’als, 
and they are wise'y giving him a practical- 
ly free hand. Contary to the usual 
Chinese custom, he is allowed t» use his 
‘own judgment in selectins: his officers, and 
al! the money he requires is freely supp! 
ed, This last, probibly, because it is 
known that this money will be applied only 
to wise and legitimare ends.

MacWillie is responsible is th» game of 
foo'bi'l, He ordered « ba'l from Shang- 
hai, and a few days ago gave the boys their 
preliminary lesson in the game They 
enterod into it with most vigorous en- 
thusiasm, and continued to wear out their 
cloth shoes on the pig skin until it was too 
dark too it more than twenty-five foet 
away. 


An Accident. 

About two weeks ago as the soldiers 
of the camp wre ed in comp .ny 
duill, two of them suddenly fell to. the 
ground, struck by astray bulle: from the 
target practice of a neighbouring camp a 
half-a-mile away. Th» ball pissed through 
the arm of one and lodged in ‘he body of 
the msn next him. ‘The two men were 
Drought to the Mission hospital and their 
injuries examined. Ir was found that the 
wound of the firet man was not serious 
and he is now rapidly recovering. But 
after lowing him the bullet smashed its 
way through the hip of the second man any 
passed into the abdominal cavity, bey. 
the reach of probing. It must have 
wrought serious mischief there, for the 
next day the died. Before his death, 
however, an incident. occurred, which 
showed the real soldierly spirit’ that is 
being inculeated among these men. He 
was lying on his bed and groaning, evident- 
iy in considerable pain. Commander 
‘Tang (who had been with the men all the 
time that their wounds were being dressed) 
went to him and told him that « soldier 
ought to besr pain bravely and uot make 
«fuss about it. The man ceased im- 
med ately from his groans, and for the 
rest of the time that he lived bore the 
pain in silence without moaning or com- 
pint, He was Fivon 8 prot military 
‘uneral and beried with all the honours of

‘The Military College was concerned in 
another affair, which has excitel a god 
deal of indignation among the official: of 
the city. Some time ago one of the 
College students was coming from Wuhu 
on beard the Yainyang, a steam-launch 
belonging to a Chi comp:ny, which 
lies Between Wahu and Ngauking. ‘The 
oy was on his way t» join a pert of his 
fellow-stadents about to start to Japin to 
ec-uplete there their military edu atios, 
He had with him his father snd younger 
brother, with a considerable sum of money 
intended to defray the expenses of the 
trip to Japan. The money was kept in a 
Cantonese bimbo box, the father king 
his sevt on this for safe-keeping. Their 
care of the box must have excited the 
suspicion and the cupidity of the Chinese 
officers and crew; for on the trip the two 
boys were enticed below, where they were 
upon by the crow, beaten and finally 
tied up by the queues to the stanchions of 
the boat. ‘The old man, hearing the noise, 
came running down, and was horrified to 
see his sons in this predicament. So far 
from his remonstrance being heeded, 
however, he was himself beaten and pre- 
vented from returning to the deck. When 
at length ho was allowed to go back, he 
found a bole cut in the bottom of the 
bamboo box, and a hundred and fifty 
dollars gone.’ When the launch reached 
Ngankin the elder boy went to the 
Military College, and told his story to 
Mr. Tang. This gontloman, acting with 
characteristic promptness, took steps to 
cortify himself of its trath and then 
placed the matter immediately in the 
hands of the Nganking magistrate. The 
chief officer of the launch, now took 
fright, and telegraphed to his company 
at Wuhu that the launch was liable to 
detention by the officials on account 
of a robbery. Apparently on the 
receipt of this telegram the Chinese com- 
pany arranged a sale or transfer of the 
launch to the German Steamship Co. whose 
Chineso name is “Suichi,” and got them 
to make application to the Customs for a 
new licence for the launch. At any rate, 
such a licence was issued, bearing the 
dato of the 27th of the sixth moon. This, 
however, was the day aiter the robbery 
and beating occurred. 


A Chinese compradore of the German 
ompany now went up to Nganking to seo 
if he could bring the matter to an ad- 
justment. Finding this impossible, be 
returned, taking with, him the second 
officer of the launch. On their way down 
they apparently thought out the following 
ingenious method of procedare, and on 
arrival the second officer made the stat. 
ment to the German company authoriti 
that on reaching Nganking a hundred 
boys from the Military College and Train- 
ing Camp boarded the launch, broke up 
the furniture, disabled the engines, and 
finally took five hundred dollars from the 
money box and went their way. 


The Suichi authorities, filled with 


















































tighteous(?) indignation, placed the 
matter in the hands of the German Consul 
at Nanking. He wrote a letter to the Go- 
vernor here, protesting against this out- 
rage, and demanding that the launch and 
engines bo repaired, the five hundred 
dollars restored, and an additional five 
hundred dollars added for every day that 
the Isunch lost on account of the injury. 








The Governor replied that the launch was | 


the property of a Chinese company, but 
that even were it a German company, 
according to the treaty, such matter 
would have to be settled by the local 





officials, and requested the Consul not to 
interfere in what did not concern him. 


The Consul took no further step for 
some time, except for an occasional tele- 
gram, but he finally sent the Vice-Consul 
to interview the Nganking officials, and 
followed some days Ister on a gunboat 
himself. 

In tho meantime the chief officer of 
the Isunch had been arrested and on 
being examined before the magistrate 
admitted that no soldiers from the Mili- 
tary camp had boarded his Iaunch, that 
no damage had been done to his engines, 
| and no money been stolen from his safe. 

Tho socond officer later on made substane 
tially the same confession, adding that tho 
Iaunch at the time in question was tho 
property of a Chinese company, and that 
his own former statement at Wabu was a 
fabrication. The German Consul, now, 
having no ground left to stand on, with- 
drew his claim; but continued to bring 
such pressure to bear as resulted in the 
provincial officials restoring the licence 
of tho Isunch and consenting not to 
punish the officers and crew. 

‘This giving in on the part of the 
officials was contrary to the urgent 
advice of Commander Tung, who insisted 
that as in this caso all the right was 
on their side, no concession whatever 
ought to be made, otherwise it would be 
simply inviting Germany to seize other 
pretexts for interference. 

‘Tho substance of the whole matter 
seems to be that on account of pressure 
brought to bear by a German company, 
backed by a German Consul, the victims 
of this undeniable outrage wore unablo 
to obtain redross, and the perpetrators 
escaped punishment. Tho officers and 
students of the Military College made up 
‘ purso of the amount that the boy had 
lost to enable him to carry out his plan 
of going to Japan. But when the Pro- 
vincial Treasuror hoard of this, ho rofusod 
to allow it be done and paid the money 
himsolf from provincial fund 

This is, at any rate, the official side of 
this affair, and I have reason to believe 
that it is oubstantially accurate. I hat 
written of it at this length because it is 
‘a matter in which we are all concerned. 
All foreigners share the odium of such 
occurrences, and Boxer uprisings do not 
discriminate.

The wards were 
gr m by E. B. Sturges of Scranton, 
"a, and the hospital equipment by 
Dr.'B, C. Atterbury. We congratulate 
ourselves and this entire region upon 
having a first-class hospital backed by 
so many friends and managed by so 
officient a physician as is Dr. Lewis. 
This institution, in connection with the 
Union Medical College being established 
in Peking, may well be expected to do a 
great work for all this region.

An Expensive Workman. 

Muoh disapproval has been expressed 
by the people here at the action of the 
Roman Cathol recent dispute. 1t 
is most difficult to obtain the true facts 
‘of the case, reports varying considerably 
jn detail, but from what I hear the dispute 
arose somewhat as follows :—A workman, 
employed at one of the large shops in the 
Great Street, was proceeding down it 
with a load, when he collided with a man 
who was gambling. Another report says 











he was more or less under the influence 
of wine. Words and blows speedily 
followed, and the workman being sup- 
ported by some of his fellow-employees 
who were attracted to the spot by the 
commotion, two of the gamblers 
to his employers’ shop close by. The 
shopkeepers promptly sont them to tl 
mandarin, who without trial and simply on 
their evidence beat the men and placed 
them in prison. Being members of the 
Roman Catholic church their friend: 
besought the foreign priest to interoeds 
‘at first he refused to interfere, but when. 
they threatened to leave the church, he 
acceded to their request and sent to 
the prefect. The local official, ascertain- 
ing that these men were Roman Catholics, 
became alarmed and set them at liberty, 
but they refused to leave the yam 
Eventually the official sent them to tl 
Roman Catholic church in chairs with a 
compensation of one hundred dollars for 
injuries received. 

‘In the meantime, the French priest had 
left for Ningpo to report to his Bishop, 
who requested the Tavtai of this dis- 
trict to investigate and punish offenders. 
Whether the matter has really 
been definitely settled I do not 
know, though it is reported as having 
been concluded by the shop-people 
concerned paying $1,500 compensation, 
‘and their workmen being beaten and put 
into prison. 3 
Property Dispute. 

‘A recent issue of a native paper 

‘blished the terms of the sgreoment 
Srewn up and signed in May last by the 
Roman Catholic bishops and the Chinese 
authorities in the Ninghai trouble when 
a native priest was murdered. The 
agreement includes troubles which have 
occurred in other parts of the province 
‘as well as that at Ninghsi. ‘The second 
item in it is of local interest since it 
deals with the disputed ownership of 
some property adjoining the Roman 
Catholic church in this city. The case 
srose last year and has not yet been 
settled. The priests maintain tit 
belongs to the church, and the family 
of Dzing now in possession profess to 
have all necessary documents to sub- 
stantiate their right to the property, 
asserting that it has belonged to them 
for years. By the terms of this agree- 
ment the Governor of the province is to 
sond a deputy to investigate the matter 
in consultation with the local clergy and 
officials, the difference to be satisfactorily 
settled within three months. is allot- 
ted period has already elapsed, but I 
have not heard that any action has been 
taken. 

Education. 

I hear that a girls’ school managed 
entirely by local gentry has been es- 
tablished in the Chuki district. The 
instraction’of China’s daughters is acom. 
mendable enterprise, and such efforts as 
the above go to prove that a change has 
taken place in native public opinion as to 
the desirability of educating women. The 
school for girls in this city opened more 
than a year ago is still in existence, and 
has over twenty scholars attending it. 
It is a great grief to all when we observe 
how frequently the efforts towards en- 
lightenment and progress made by the 
natives themselves aro rendered abortive 
by want of funds and bad management.

Enormous quantities of provi- 
sions have been brought here by coasting 
steamers and re-exported chiefly by junk. 
‘The greater part has been for Japanceo 
consumption, though some more or less 
successful attempts have been made to run 
ths blockade into Port Arthur. Japanese 
schooners with sails of a foreign cut have 
recently begun t» take partin the trad 
‘As I write there are four of these vessels 
slowly sailing through the eastern entrance. 

A junk bound for Dalny with about one 
hnndred coolies for the Japanese transport 
department encountered a mine which was 
mistaken for a buoy and dragged on board. 
Some twenty odd survivors were picked up 
the next day clinging to floating wreck- 
age, and brought here. Some of these 
were admitted into the civil hospital 
shockingly mutilated. 

The Season. 

Gales from the north havo effected a 
rapid—if partly temporary—change in the 
temperature, reminding us that summer is 
athing of the past, ‘Thoseason hes, on 
the whole, been a poor one. ‘The counter- 
attractions of Tsingtao, the war, rumours 
of drifting mines, have all assisted in 
driving visitors elsewhere. Diligent search 
has been made by naval authorities for 
mines reported in our neighbourhood, but 
nothing more serious than floating barrels 
of condemned beef has béen discovered.

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OFFICE HOURS IN SHANGHAI, 
To the Editor of the 
“ Nonra-Caia Darty News.” 


Sr,—Will you kindly open your 
columns to discussion of the question 
whether a slight change in the matter of 
customary office hours in Shanghai would 
not be of considerable benefit to the 
community ? 

The climate of Shanghai, in relation to 
healthy exercise, may be roughly divided 
into two seasons only—one, when ont-of- 
door recrextion is more suitable in the 
evenings ; the other, when it is more suit- 
able in the early mornings. For all that, 
custom has decreed the same rigid office 
hours throughout the year, which may be 
called 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

In tho summer, personally, I would 
not object to make these times an hour 
earlior, but leaving’ that on one side, I 
bolieve there will be many to hold with 
me that from the Ist of October to the 
30th of April, it would suit the majority 
better to make the official hours 10 a.m. 
to6 pm. Even now, unless ono is up 
before daylight, there is scant time for 
morning exercise while, later in the yoar, 
it becomes necessary to riso woll before 
daylight in order to got one’s exercise 
and yet be at the office by 9 o'clock. 
Why should it be necessary to make such 
a rush in the morning? At 5 p.m. it is 
even now alrosdy dark, and the subse- 
quent hour would be much more useful 
for outdoor sport and recreation if trans- 
posed to tho morning. Our recroative 

is all too short : that

4 I have in view would, of 
course, be met by cutting out the cock- 
tail hour at midday, but I am not pro- 
posing to fight windmills, I merely 
suggest a simplo change which can bo 
oasily mado, if it is gonorally desired. 

A plébiscite might be taken later on (if 
such authority wore needed by the Banks, 
ote., to start the alteration), but, in the 
meantime, if others will speak on the 
question, it will show what encourage- 
mont there is to pursue the matter

As each block is taken 
up, the number of lots xt contains is to 
be estimated, and payment to be mado 
to the Chinese Authorities for the whole 
block at the rate of $200 per lot. Any 
block not taken up by the date mentioned 
to remain at the disposal of the Chinese 
Authorities. 

2.—An annual ground rent is to bo 
paid to the Chinese Authorities of three 
dollars for each lot taken up by sub- 
tenants from the Council. 

3.—Tho Upper Valley, known also as 
the Nuerhcheng, upon the streams of 
which the Estate largely dopends for its 
water supply, is never to be leased or sold 
either to Chinese or foreigners, and 
farther, neither building, cultivation of 
the land, oranything in any way calculat- 
ed to defile or contaminate the springs of 














If the gentlemen who stick so 
jealously to the official six hours a day 
were made to dos little moro, perhaps 
those who are at their offices early and 
Inte might stand a better chance of 
obtaining the corpus sanum. In tho 
cold weather—say Ist October to Sist 
May—otticial hours ought certainly to 
amount to eight per diem. But in the 
summer, June to September, the idea of 
having office hours from 6 am. to 12 
mid-day without a break, and then finish 
till the morrow, is surely one that com- 
mends itself to any who have a mens 
sana in the corpore sano.

It is with great thankfulnoss that 
we record the completion of the very 
protracted negotiations—roaching over 
& period of about seven yoars— 
and the vory satisfactory issue now 
secured. The Council and community at 
Kuling are greatly indebted to the Ex- 
tension Committee for theit unwearying 
efforts: to Mr. W. H. Poate and Mr. 
Archibald Orr-Ewing for their gonerosity 
in acting as guarantors to the fand ; and 
also to Mr. Clennell, H.B.M. Consul, for 
the persistence and sill with which he 
has pressed the claims of the Extension 
with the Chinese Authorities. 

It is just ten years since the first ox- 
ploring party crossed the Lushan and 
found the series of delightful valleys 
among the heights of the range which 
were at once recognised as offering an 
ideal site for the much needed sanitorium 
for Central China. That the advantages 
of the situation were not overestimated 
was demonstrated by the fact that when 
in 1896 land for tho original estate was 
obtained from the Chinese Government, 
within a few months every lot was taken 


























up. How acute the need for an Exten-

|, however, take the liberty of 
pointing cut to the Chairmen of the 
respective Chambers that the reference 
in paragraph 2 of the momorial to “the 
establishment of uniform national 
coinage as provided by Trosty” is not 
Tikely to hare the samo weight with the 
members of the Diplomatic Body, since 
the majority of the governments repro- 
sented at Peking have not thought it 
Decesesry to enter into tresty stipulations 
with China in regard to this question.

HE INTERNATIONAL 
WALK. 


‘Tho most novel and perhaps the most 
interesting sporting event of the year 
was brought off under the most favour- 
ableconditions on Sunday ‘The occasion 
was one that woll deserves to be spoken 
of in superlatives. Those whose only 
knowledge of walking matches has been 
derived from the accounts of the revival 
of this simplest of all sports at home, can 
hardly have been prepared to discover 
the amount of excitement to be roused 
by a closoly-contested match of heel 
and too. Sunday’s walk at Sh-nghai 
gained, of course, a great deal in interest 
from its international character, but 
quite apart from this it afforded pleasure, 
to those taking part and to those looking 
on, of a kind that is certain to make 
walking a popular sport in future. 

The scene at the start by the Loongfei 
Bridge in the pleasant morning air was 
very like a meet of the hounds at 
home. ‘The hounds themselves were mis- 

















sing and scarlet jackets, but pretty well 
everything else was there, even to the 
motor-cars. These, it may be remarked 
parenthotically, would probably not have 
been regretted if absent, but they were 
managed so as to be as little nuisance as 
possible. Cyclists turned out in foree and 
there were quite a number mounted on 
fhorse or pony back, these including many 
ladies. It was an ideal morning, the 
sun just strong enough to be cheerful, 
and just sufficiently obscured not to be 
overpowering. 

The competitors turned up gamely 
and were sent off in an eager bunch xt six 
minutes after seven o'clock. They were 
very variously arrayed. Some few had 
stripped down to sprinting rig, others 
made very little change from ordinary 
summer walking costume. Quite a number 
wore full length “continuations” and 
one competitor at least set out on his: 
long tramp in low canvas shoes, almost 
the most tiring foot-gear he could have 
chosen. 

Up the shaded winding ways of the 
Bubbling Well boad, the walkers rapidly 
straggled out. Two Frenchmen led off, 
sottiug a pace which looked together too 
hot to last Tho Dutch and English 
made a good showing, lying back and 
going comfortably: the Swiss quartette 
kept each other company farther back 
and the Italians brought up the rear. 
Representatives started of the following 
nations: Dutch, Japanese, Swiss, French, 
English, Danish, Italian, German, 
Australian, Scotch, British Colonial, and 
Russian, All except the last three put in 
teams of four. At St. George’s Farm a 
good muny of the mere foll ad turn- 
ed back for broakfast while others more 
enthusiastic had cut off the corner by 
Mohawk Road and the Avenue Paul 
Brunat to intercept the walkers ag- 
at Nanyang College. Here Mossi 
Margo and Oudin of the French team 
wore still leading and maintaining the 
hot pace at which they started. Mr. 
Aytos of tho English team, whose wall- 
ing at the Police sports on the previous 
day had backed up the opinion that had 
beon previously formed of his powers, 
seemed to be out of consition: he was 
well back in the crowd. 

Pacemakers were allowed from this 
point and took up their duties vigorously. 
‘The English four we cularly well 






































supported in this way’and much of the 
credit of their ultim te victory was du 
to their helpers. 

At 8.35 Mr. Marge lod the van past 
Mr. Tucker who kept the station at the 
Hungjao bridge. His compatriot, Mr. 
Oudin, was still in close attendance. 
Some distance behind came Mr. Horst of 
the Dutch four, but the Freachmen 














appeared fresh and to want a 
lot of catching. A third wearer 
of the tricolour, Mr. Giroux, had a 


likely place among the leaders, but 
Mr. Saubolle, the fourth man, was drop- 
ping out of the chances. 

At the junction of Brenan Road and 
the Rubicon, where Dr. Lalcaca was 
stationed, the leaders had changed 
places, Mr. Oudin now being about a 
minute to the good while Mr. Giroux had 
come up to second place, Mr. Marge fall- 
ing back to Mr. Horst. He passed the 
corner at 8.59, having thus covered the 
stiffest part of tho journey in seven 
minutes under two hours. From the 
College the going had been decidedly: 
heavy and had told its tale on many of 
the walkers who had slowed down eon- 
siderably- Not 80, however, the leading 
Frenchmen, who had practically won the 
race at this time. A particularly thought- 








ful action on the part of Mr. E. D. Saun- 


dors was much appreciated at this point. 
‘The commandant of the Maxim corps had 
drawn up his house-boat on the creek, 
and with tables outside had set up what 





was practically a freo refreshing house. 
There was champagne and cold tea at 
choice for competitors and pacemakers, 





and solider refreshment also in the form 
of biscuits. It is worth noting that most 
of the walkers preferred the’oold tea. Mr. 
Ayres revived the hopes of the English 
by picking up wonderfully after ‘ewallow- 
ing a glassiof the stronger drink, and it 
was down the Brenan Road that ho 
overhauled several of his rivals and 
caine into the fifth place. 

The last stage of the race was en- 
tered upon at the turning into the Jess- 
field Road. All along the highway the 
spectators were plentifully sprinkled, 
and there was a largish crowd at 
the corner. The three Frenchmen and 
the Dutchman came round swinging 
along as though they were enjoying the 
jaunt. Messrs. Marge and Horst were 
close together some distance behind the 
other couple. About eight minutes after 
the first man, Mr. Ayres arrived with 
Mr. Poulsen closo bebind. Next in 
tho stragglo were Mossry, Anderson, 
(Scotch), Gerrard (English), Pfenninger 
(Swils) and Mathiesen (Dane) 


Mr. Oudin's lead was so}icertainly 
established by tho time that ho reached 
Captain Boisragon’s corner that he felt 
it safo to take a brief rest in the St. 
George's Hotel, and though this rem: 
able deviation from the programme causod 
some questioning among the judges, some 
of whom thonght it illegitimate that a 
competitor should handicap himself in 
this way, it made no difference to the 
French champion’s success, for he walked 
past the winning line with plenty to spare 
exactly eight minutes after ton o'clook.

©. H. Rutherford, sworn, said they 
refused to pay because they did not like 
the robbery which had gone on. They 
engaged s cook on 3rd August on the 
distinct understanding that the food was 
not to cost more than $40 por head per 
month, including everything. Plaintiff 
got all the food and the bills came in at 
the end of the month. They amounted to 
nearly $300 with plaintiff's and coolie’s 
wages. The following month he went 
down tothe kitchen every day and saw 
the things as they came in and the total 
only came to $165. The August account 
included;—310 Ibs. meat; 100 Ibs. 
chicken; 806 Ibs. potatoes; 482 eggs; 
126 Ibs. fish; 20 Ibs. butter; 46 Ibs. 
sugar ; 85 Ibs. bread ; 25} Ibs. bacon and 
ham and other food, 'making in all about 
2,000 Ibs. of eatables. It was impossible 
to have consumed so much. 

His Honour pointed out that the num- 
ber of eggs did not appear excosasive. 

Defendant again stated that when he 
was told there was no cold meat in the 
house on the 8rd September, the books 
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showed that 30 Ibs. had been purchased 
in the two preceding days. When the 

yy was reprimanded two bones were 
forthcoming. Plaintiff was dismissed be- 
cause he made too much money out of 
them. Once in August there was not 
sufficient food for all four In 
September there was always plenty. Thoy 
told plaintiff to pay the market account 
ont of his commission on the other 
things. Plaintiff offered to take $60 and 
then loss. Witness had run a mess 
before. He was not prepared to offer 
plaintiff anything, but wished to leave 
the matter with the Court. Whon 
plaintiff brought $95 worth of groceries 
in one month he ought to be able to pay 
the market bill by selling some of them.

could judge from general appearances. 
He examined the body carefully from 
head to foot, but found no aign whatever 
of external violence. The only departure 
from tho normal that uld seo was a 
scrotal hernia on the rigl . He 
could not decide as to whether that was 
If sufficient to cause death without 
making an internal examination, and 
this was not permitted. There was no 
discolouration and no external bruises, 
only the ordinary post mortem discolour. 
ation on the back, upo. which the body 
was lying. No more than external 

ination was permitted. 

By the Vourt—If the deceased hed 
been struck with the fist and died with- 
in a few minutes, there might not perhaps 
be bruises. If struck with a stick—say,

enough to cause death, there might be 
8 bruise. In witness's opinion the cause 
of deceased’s death could not be deter. 
mined without a post mortem examina- 
tion. 

By Inspector Chilver—It was extreme- 
ly improbable that the hernia: on the 
right side was caused by a kick. 

By the Court—Ho did not think that 
the ‘hernia caused death in the manner 
described. 

By Mr. Lamme—He saw nothing about 
deceased to lead him to think the man 
had met his death by violence. He made 
the oxamination at the request of the 
Consul-General, who directed him to use 
all methods or means that were pormitted 
to discover the cause of death. He car- 
Tied out those directions. He requested

Permission to perform a post mortem 
examination. He asked this through Dr. 


Barchet, from the relatives of the decoas- 
ed and the only Chinese official he could 
seo there. He was told in reply to his 
request that it could not be permitted. 
For a blow to catse death in a few 
minutes it would depend upon the 
violence of the blow, the instrument used, 
and the region in which the man was 
struck. If aman was struck on a soft 
tissue, overlying a hard tissue, probably 
the breaking of blood-vessels would causo 
death ina short time. A blow on the 
abdomen with a man’s fist would no 
cause desth so quickly. If struck with a 
club or with the toe of tho boot, there 
would probably be an abrasion. Not 
necessarily, but probably, if sufficient 
violence were used to causo death so 
quickly, there would be some external 
evidence of the blow. 

Ry the Court—If the sploon wore 
diseased and a light blow Were struck 
over it, that might cause death. A blow 
over the solar plexus might kill’ man, 
A blow over the kidneys might cause 
death if it ruptured the kidnoys, but such 
cases did not often happén. There might 
have beens disoased condition of the 
spleen, Ifo alight blow might oa 
death and there might not be any mater 
difference in the outward appearance. In 
such 9 caso death might be duo to hmmor- 
thago ; it could be detected by the con- 
dition of the mucous membrane. In the 
caso of the spleen, a solid blow just on 
tho short ribs on the left side would be 

juired.

By Mr. Lammo—With the stick produ- 
cod it would be dificult to inflict serious 
injury, and it would’ probably leave a 
weal. 











Mr. Lamme explained that tho sticks 
produced were removed by Inspector 
Mellows from the sampan which tho 
Prisoner had been using. 

Inspector Chilver, sworn, said that at 
2 p.m. on the 18th instant he received a 
tolophone message from the Yuen Chung 

mill, stating that a Chinoso had been 
killed on a boat in the Soochow Creek 
and another man rely injured. Wit- 
ness went down to the boat, which was 
lying in the Creek a little to the west of 
the North Thibet Road bridge. He went 
on board and found there the dead body 
of a nati lying. on the back and 
covered with a cotton cloth. He 
removed tho cloth and looked at the 
body. Hoe examined the chest and 
‘stomach, but did not remove. the Pants. 
He could see no marks of violence. He 




















covered up the body again and placed a 
ni 


constable to see that the body was 
terfered with. He also enquired 
about the man who was reported to have 
beon seriously injured and saw him 
walking on the boat. The man, who said 
he had been struck on the head, could 
wno mark. Witness examined his 
head, but saw no marke whatever. The 
man said that a river policeman had 
struck him on the head with a stiok. 

A native witness, named Tzo, was then 
called and said he was cook upon the 
boat on which deceased was employed. 
The boat was anchored near the brid; 
on the Soochow Creek. They saw 
river policeman approaching, 0 thoy 
pulled up the anchor in order’ to move 
on. The policeman came on board and 
beat them. After being beaten, they 
began to yuloh. The policeman did not 
say anything to them, he simply began 
to beat them. He struck witress first. 
They took a lesson from the beating and 
began to yuloh sway. The policeman 




















hit witness about ton strokes with cane. 
One blow hit him on the nose and caused 
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tl 
perticularly ard. The policoman aa 
not knock him down. After the 
policeman left they yulohed for a while, 
but could make no headway, as tho 
tide was too strong. Afters time they 
saw the policoman coming back, so they 
began to yuloh again. The deceased, 
who was one of the crow, was on the boat 
at the time. The policeman came on 
board again just as they were about to 
yuloh. Deceased went towards the back 
of the boat to yuloh. The policoman 
took hold of deceased by the queue and 
gavo him ten hard blows with his fist and 
four kicks. A few minutes later deceased 
died. ‘The policeman was hitting him and 
kicking him simultaneonsly. After being 
beaten and receiving two kicks, deceased 
collapsed in the boat, and -received two 
more kicks aftor falling down. He fell 
into the hinder part of the boat and 
rolled over, apparently in pain, into the 
middle part of the boat. He was not 
kicked after rolling into the middle of 
the boat. When the policeman saw what 
had happened, he returned to his sampan, 
pulled up the fiag, and made off. Witness 
thought the deceased was in pain because 
ho took hold of hie body with his bande, 
When he was kicked, some faces escaped 
from the body. This was when the body 
was in the middle of the boat. The de- 
coasod put his hands over his abdomen. 
All four kicks were on the loins, on the 
right hand side. Witnessed " noticed 
water escaping from the deceased before 
ho reached the middle of the boat, and 
feces afterwards, He saw no blood 
pass, Deceased did not draw his knoos 
up ; ho was fairly straight out. Directly 
ho ‘had finished boating decessed, and 
‘saw the man was not well, the policeman 
went away. This was about two minutes 
aftorwards. Tho policoman did not jump 
into the middle of the boat to look at 
docersed ; ho saw him from the back of 
the boat., Decoasod was notunconscious, 
but he could not speak. Witness was 
also standing at the back of the boat and 
was about five foot away when tho assnult 
took place. 

‘Witnoss hore pointed out to the Court 
the positions in which thoso concerned 
wore standing at the time of the assault. 

Continuing, witn the policeman 
truck deceased with his fists on the 
shoulders, back, and side. After the 
policeman had gone away, witness went 
to the middle of the boat.’ The deceased 
had then expired. This would be three 
pipes (5 or 6 minutes) after the assault.

In this caso the 8. M. Police prosecutes 
one Moses Schwarts, an Argonti ra 
ject, under Spanish protection, ol 
him with being a person of ill-fame and 
disreputable who by reason of his associa- 
tion with pimps or persons of ill-fame 
andjor brothels, and/or a disorderly 
house, is a menace to the peace and good 
order of the Settlements— 

The. Conrt hi heard all the 
evidence in the case as well as counsel 
for both sides, delivers the following 

judgment :— 

(L) The application made by the 
Counsel for the prosecution in his sum- 
ming up for sonding a copy of the 
acoused’s photograph to the Calcutta and 
Cniro Police is refused, as no application 
‘can be made by the proseoution after they 
have declared their caso closed, and even 
if the accused was identified by means of 
1 photograph, and even if the facts con- 
tained in the papers forwarded by the 
Caleutta Police were proved correct, the 
same can have no berring in this caso as 
being alleged to have happened outside 
the jurisdiction of this Consular Court, 

(2) The Court cannot entertain that 
part of the charge which refers to 
‘accused's connection with brothels and/or 
disorderly houses— 

(a.) Because no proof has been pro- 
duced by the prosecution to that effect 
as the native witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion have testified that sccused

Except to those whose fortunes 
are bound up with the Philippines 
the September issue of this Journal 
is nob of as much interest as many of 
its predecessors, ‘The first note in 
“Current Comment” is on the battle 
of Liaoyang, which Mr, Foord foresaw 
would be a victory for Japan, and 
which he thought might prove the 
decisive struggle of the war. He 
says: “With the fate of Port Arthur 
still hanging in the balance, and with 
the crowning reverse to the Russian 
arms ab Liaoyang only half revealed, 
ib may be possible for Russian sym- 
pathisers to deceive themselves as to 
the final issue of the campaign. But 
September will not be old before the 
last excuse for accepting the logic of 
facts will have disappeared, and even 
in Russia itself, the stubborn and in- 
exorable truth will have to be faced 
that Muscovite domination in East- 
ern Asia bas passed away, never to 
return.” * 

In his second note Mr. Foord com- 
bats vigorously the preposterous idea 
that if Japan is as successful as we 
hope in the present war, Great Britain 
and the United States will join France 
and Germany in preventing her en- 
joying the full fruit of her victory. 
“The vast majority of the people of| 
the United States,” says Mr. Foord, 
“will view, not only with perfect 
equanimity but with lively satisfac- 
tion, the substitution ¢ Japanese for 
Russian influence at E eking, and the 
emergence of Japan as the foremost 
of Asiatic Powers, . . Che only coun- 
try in which the F-ench suggestion 
is likely to find a responsive echo is 
Germany, but it is happily beyond 
the power of both combined to give 
it effect. ‘The tacit acquiescence of 
Great Britain which was the deter- 
mining factor int! e successful pres- 
sure exerted to arive Japan out of 
the Liaotung Peninsula in 1895, will 
certainly not be forthcoming at the 
close of the present war.” 

In a note on an article from the 
«North American Review,” showing 





the presend close understanding 


between the Governments at Berlin 
end St. Petersburg, Mr. Foord re- 
marks that “some years ago, ib was 
still possible to ‘cling to the idea 
that German interests were sub- 
stantially identical with those of 
Great Britaio, Japan, and the United 
States in the Far East, and that 
Germany might be counted on to 
support the policy to which the three 
Powers had committed themselves. 
It is not possible toentertain aa: 
such hope to-day.” If this is ata 
merely as a fact, there is no objec- 
tion to it; if iv is stated as a re- 
roach, we do not agree with Mr. 
‘cord, for Germany obviously has 
|just as much right, if she thinks her 
interests lie in that direction, to sup- 
port Russia in this war, as we have 
to support Japan. There is one 
matter in which Germany has assist- 
ed Russia which may become awk- 
ward for the former Power when the 
war is over, and that is the per- 
mitting the sale to Russia of certain 
auxiliary cruisers which are now 
being ‘employed to worry British 
commerce. It has been stated that 
these steamers are only ordinary 
merchant vessels, which international 
law allows a neutral to sell toa 
belligerent, and that if they had been 
of any value as cruisers, the Kaiser 
would never have allowed them to 
be sold ; this argument is destroyed 
by the fact that some of them were 
subventioned as auxiliary cruisers 
by the German Government. 
Another note explains that the 
reater part of the tember num- 
r of the “Journal” is devoted to 
the Philippines,and Mr. Foord regrets 
that the question of the relation of the 
islands to the United States should 
be made a party issue. “The 
American who still delights to pro- 
claim. bimself ‘anti-imperialist’ is 
usually a well-meaning, and often 
an excellent, person in the ordinary 
ea of life, but he does the 
‘lipinos a very questionable service 
in farmishing pabulum for their 
professional agitators and in keeping 
alive vain hopes among their petty 
politicians.” Some commendatory 
remarks on the July issue of the 
“Journal of the American Assovia- 
tion of China,” and a couple of short 
notes conclude three very interesting 
columns of current comment,

‘Tue younger generation of missionaries 
can hardly appreciate how somo twenty 
‘or more years ago the “ torm question” 
was the all-absorbing subject for dis- 
cussion, a discussion which sometimes 
waxed so heated and acrimonious that it 
‘was taboood at the missionary conferences. 
Aftor a silence of many years the question 
appears still to be ono of live interest to 
Christian workers in China, and promi- 
nent missionaries are once more putting 
their pens to paper to advocate the use 
of the terms which long experience and 
study have convinced them to be the 
‘most suitable. A very useful contribution 
to the subject has just come to hand in 
the shape of a brochure by the Rev. C. A. 
Stanley, D.D., of the American Board 
Mission, Tientsin. “The Terms for God 
and Spirit in Chinese” is a thorough 
and painstaking investigation of the sub- 
ject, not 60 much with the object of 
‘advocating the uso of any particular 
terms, but rather to present certain facts 
in such a way, if possible, as to lead 
others, especially the younger Mission- 
arics, to examine the whole question in 
a quiet reverential manner, as becomes 
so important a subject. To one who 
haa followed the controversy in years 
past there is nothing new to be learn- 
ed from the present publication ; it is, 
however, a concise and valuable pre- 
sentation of the case, and will well repay 
the perusal of all interested in the sub- 
ject.

MOUNTAINS OF 
CHEKIANG

The Bamboo. 
‘During my year’s stay among the moun- 
tains of this province, I studied with 
grea: interest the cultivation, growth and 
1 use of this,to the Chinese, indispen- 
irom, and in, the West 









of this eastern peo} 2 
that these notes will prove of interest to 
many newcomers to China and others in 
tho Home lands. 

"This reed requires very little care, once 
it has taken root in the mountain side, but 
its yrowth, straight. can be accelerated by 
keeping its roots and base clear of weeds 
and creep-rs, many of which have a tend- 
ency to retard it, and to poison the soil 
surrounding it. The very close proximity to 
it of firs, box elms, and larch seems not to 
interfere with it. Onco its roots and 
creepers have got firm hold of the soil, it 
in not an easy matter to destroy it. On the 
other hand it is very dificult to transplant 
it. Great care has to be takea and the 
correct time of year has to be selected to 
ensure success, Out of soveral hundred that 
T transplanted with evory care and native 
knowledge, only about thirty per cent took 
root. From observations it seems to me 
that its production is ruled by well-estab- 
ished natural laws, ‘There is, if ona may 
call it 60, a fa lean year. April, 
May, and up to the middle of Juno, 1903, 














was a fat year. During these months the | j 


shoots came up not by tens, but by hua- 
dros, and sprang out of the gronnd from 
a tiny little speek which no-one but the 
eye of the mative would discover, to a 
height of from six inches to eight inches 
in 24 hours,zand it will, if not disturbed, 
rexch a height of from twenty to twent 
feet in from six to seven weeks, expanding 
‘and growing stronger with every day. Dur- 
ing this rapid growth the shoot is care- 
fully watched by the farmer. When about 
& foot high, there appears on each shoot 
a tuft of hosvy fibre at its extreme spex, 
from five to six inches long. ‘The colour of 
this tuft is either a dark brown or a cloudy 
yellow. If the former, the shoot is left 
, as this ensuresa strong healthy reed ; 
when it has reached the 
height best suitable for food, the shoot in 
cut down, being a seedling that would not 
grow to any size or strength. When the 
shoot has attained @ height of from eigh- 
teen inches to two feet, there appears at its 
base a tight-fitting leaf cover or envelope, 
which completely prevents destructive 
insects from injuring the, at this stage, 
very pulpy shoot, which is so soft that one 
can easiy squecze it flat between the 
hands. I noticed that this protecting 
covering comes up with very fourth or fifth 
structursl division and seems to follow 
it up until its outer bark is strong enough 
to protect the interior, when it falls off, and 
is removed by the natives. The growing 
reed will now shoot up from twenty-five 
to thirty fect without « sign of a branch 
or leaf, carrying ita hairy tuft up with it, 


























ful sight looking slong the mountain sides 
and seeing thousands of these bare reeds 
towering over their older fellows No 
sooner does the apex cap fail to the ground 
than branches in the regular order of the 
sp-cies appear, and in a very short time 

handsome young full-grown ba-uboo 
bends gracefully to the breezes, bat 
groaning as if in pain over its own weak- 
ness, fur it takes from five to six years 
before it attains ita full strength and 
becomes of marketable vala 





ness diminishes and ite market value de- 
creases considerably. I noticed that very 
few large specimens grow at the foot hills. 
‘There one only saw large well-attended 
plantations of the reed, growing to a height 
of twelve to fourteen feet and from two to 
three inchesin diameter ; but at an altitude 
of from 1,200 to 1,400 feet I came across 
many fice specimens, some measuring 
nine inches in diaater, with a height of 
from thirty five to forty feet. As one 
reaches higher altitudes the reed gradually 
decreases in size, until one gets among the 
scrub bamboos at altitudes above 2,000 feet.

of the pyper known as rice paper. It 
would be interesting to know its particular 
office in the internal economy of the reed, 


Great moisture is absolutely necessary 
to the bamhoo's growth, and when we 
‘see the Inxarious way in which the 

one cannot rood 
heacy rinfall experienced during spria; 
and well into the summer wonths upos 
these heights. I have knows it to rain 
incessantly fora week, and not ordinary 
rain but backetsfal of it. During this year 
of plenty very few shoots are allowed. to 
be rooted up except such as are weedlings 
and those which the farmer intends for the 
market and family use, But during the 
Teun year which is th poor man's yous, no 
‘one objects to the poor digging up shoots 
for food, and ies Weeaoe na ‘children 
are for days bard at work ‘digging up 
supply for the winter, The great enemios 
to the young shoots are the wild 
pig, the deer, badgers, porcupine, 
fountain rats. And great ‘care has 
to be taken night and day to prevent 
these rodents from causing havoc among 
them during the tender of the shoots 
Watchmen are st mn all over the 
mountaing, burning large fires at night and 
making the usual watchman’s noise by 
striking a hollow bamboo with a bent 
‘wood stick, but in spite of this one comes 
across patches where tho wild boar has left 
marks of his rooting powers. During 
March, April, and May the charcoal-burner 
starts work, andthe old ye'low bamboos 
then fall his knife and are converted 
into excellent charcoal, used principally for 
‘cooking and roasting tea. All night long 
tro hear the splitting and cracking noise 
of the burning reed, and denee clouds of 
white smoke arise all over the hills. This 
industry is quite an extensive one, and a

They are 
next doubled up, fastened at the bights and 
are then marketable as useful scrubbing 
brooms, The market value of the ham- 
boo depends upon size and axe. I 
anderstand thatat certain tim-sof the year 
brokers connected with the trade visit 
the mountains, and after lon: haggling 
and innumerable pipes and cups of tea, 
sales are made, varying from 200 to 4,000 
cash for one fang of ten feet. But it is almost 
impossible to get any reliable information 
upon this subject. No man in the world 
can guard a trade secret as well as a 
Chinaman. You may talk, you may ask 
‘over and over ngain, how’ much for that 
or thix, your only answer is a stare and 
‘a blank face. Bat I know this much, that if 
we wish to purchase a god sound bamboo 
‘the mountains from 20 to 80 conts are 
‘ked. At Shanghai a good sound, strong 
bamboo of from five or six inches di 
iat the basa costs one dollar and sowetimes 
more. 
‘After the bargain is closed, the seller 
coeds to the temple, when fora few hn 
Gash the priests inform bica of the lucky day 























manes of the departei ones, When this 
by_no means trifling concossion is granted, 
the farmer cuts down his reeds, and prepares, 
then for transportation to th place agreed 
upon. This is done as follows: ‘he branch- 
es are removed, tho centre bamboo with 
its branches cut a foot from their seats, are 
placed with the small eod in front. Around 
this are packed from six to eight others with 
their bare ends forward. They are 
securely lashed with bamboo ropes, a good 
strong pull is given to the contre one, when 
its short stroog branches act as hooks, and 
entirely prevent the bundle from separating. 
‘A rope in now securely fastened to the end 
of the centre one ; this in passed over the 
shoulders of the dragger and with a laugh 
‘and song the merry ngtive starts dowa the 
mountain, not by broad paths by any 
means, but by short cuts and charcoal 
bur 








is song and the 
scraping noise 0 ends of the 
bamboos over stones upon the still 
morning air can be heard miles 
Where there are mountain torrents, causing 
waterways which connect with the great 
canal system in China, it is quite interesting 
to see how the natives make use of them at 
the upper reachos of theso water courses, 
They will resort to a primitive lock system, 
by daimmivg up bighta of the cours with 
stones, trunks and branches of trees, and 
other rubbish. ‘They then make large rafta 
of the bamboos. When all is ready for the 
dexent two experts at this work take their 
places on the front bundles, with large poles 
to guard the raft around corners, and clear 
of the banks "On each side of the stream aro 
fromten to twenty men ready to follow them 
down, When the word is given, the first 
obstruction is partly removed, and away 
goes the raft followed by the howling 
nd shouting mon on each side, all trying 
to give ndvise to the steersmen. ‘Th 
men through all the din and  nois 
Saud as steady a8 rocks minding their 
work, and not paying the slightest 
attention to the roaring savages around 
them. Any obstruction 1s removed partly 
by meu and parcly by the raft and nway 
it gors until it rests quietly in some tidal 
break. The velocity is regulated by the 
men on shore with ropes tied to the tai 
end of the raft, but there is no great 
stoppage. It has to follow the receding 
waters. An English boy who could not 
resist taking a ride told me that he had 
to close his eyes when coming around a 
bend, and grip hard on the bamboos to 
keep’ himself from being slung off into 
the sides of the water courses.

There are very few old residents in 
Obina that during their stay have not 
jed_the delicate tender shoot, cooked. 
in’ different ways as a vegetable. But 
thero are not many that know that these 





shoots, larger and much coarser, form the 
staple of thousands of poor people, 
when they can be got all the year round. 
Th ler variety of shoota from two to 





six inches long are generslly eousumed 
as a fresh vexetable and if kept in a 
moderately moist place will keep for a long 
time. The larger shoots of from one foot 
to eighteen inches long and from four to 
six inches in diamater are treated in various 








ways. Some are stripped off like a 
cabbage leaf, fixttoned between picees of 
wood and put in the sua to dry afer 


having received a light sprinkling of salt. 
When perfectly dried they are packed away 
in stone jars and covered, others again 
are put inte brine and remain in it until 
required. Again some are preserve! in 
vinegar, sugar, and Chinese brine, and 
ave seen them chopped up fine with 
eet potatoes and when boiled they 
very good dish. A little boiled rive, 
bamboo shoot preserved in some form, and 
@ little common winter cabbage salted, I 
noticed, formed the daily ford in every 
farm-house amoug workmen of all kinds. 
When a little salt fish or « hit of pork is 
added, the whole forms a perfect banquet. 
I am not in a position to ay whether this 
healthy or not ; one thing I know, 
d that is, that it rais-s up hardy toys 
men, boys that can run up « mountain- 
Jike a deer, and men that. toil from 
sunrise to dark, for the miserable sum of 
from 150 to 200 cash por day of fourteen 
working hours during the summer months 
‘and ton hours during winter. I failed, how- 
ever, to discover auy man or woman past 
the middie age that had s sound set of 
teeth, decayed’ stumps reigning suprom-.

COURT. 


Shanghai, 20th Octobor. 
Before Joux Goopyow, Esq, Consul- 
General, Acting “Judicially, and 
Messrs. J. 8. Doory and Cuas, 
STURMANN (Assessors). 

Joseph Gustave Munz was brought up 
on remand, charged with having caused 
the death of one Yie Ching-pao on the 
13th of October. 

Mr. E.H. Lamme appeared for the 
defence. 

Tsing Pen-ning, a sampan man, said 
ssid that he yulolhed « sampan belonging 
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to the river police, On a certain Friday, 
he could not remember the date, Mr. 
‘Munz was on the sampan. There was 
trouble near the Thibet Road bridge. 
On Friday in the morning he was told 
to be on the alert and work quickly to 
got to the rico boats near the bridge. 
Near the bridge, Mr. Munz cut one of 
‘the boat's ropes and ordered them to 
move quickly. They had not had soy 
trouble with these bosts before. ‘There 
were two coolies on this particular bost. 
The order to move on was given by Munz 
through witness. Munz went ashore 
after ordering thom to move on. When 
ho came back the boat had not begun 
to move on, so Munz cut the rope. 
Muns beat one of the men—not the 
one who was ‘killed—with his fists. 
One of the two boatmen ran away when 
ho saw the beating. When this occurred 
Manz said that if that boat had not moved 
on after sshort time he would beat them 
again. Munz came aloug again and 
warned. the boatmen with a rattan. Th 
then worked for a little time and 
again. Munz then boarded the rice boat, 
took hold of deceased by the middle of 
the body and struck him a few blows with 
the fist in the ribs, Accused struck 
about three blows and: kicked him twice. 
Deceased began to crouch down when he. 
was kicked and when accused had kicked 
him twice he rolled over into the middle 
of the boat. Deceased did not cry out, 
but was still sitting up in the middle 
of the boat when they left. ‘The boatmen 
did not attempt to interfere betwoen 
accused and deceased. After accused 
back on the sampan, he went about his 
regular duties until 1 p.m. At 1 p.m. 
accused went to report at the Police 
Hulk, Nother witness nor accused then 
know that decoased had dicd, Witness 
heard that deceased was dead at 3 p.m. 
‘The dragon flag on the sampan was not 
n off at all that day. 
































‘anyone come on to 
another boat when Munz was on it. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Lamme—Accus 
ed boarded the rico boat from the Hong- 


kow side. Accused had no stick in his 
hand and did not strike deceased with 
one. 

Inspector Mellows said the dragon fing 
‘was always carried on the poli 

Witness stated that on the 
tho Friday in question he told Inspector 
Mellows that accused had not used a 
tick. Ho told Inspector Mellows that 
accused had kicked deceased. 

By his Honour—Witness had taken 
out Munz every day for two months. 
He had soon accused uso his rattan and 
‘occasionally (twice) use his fists. He had 
‘also soon Muna kick on one or two occs- 
sions. Witnesss had never had any 
trouble with accused. No one except 
tho Inspector had spoken to witness 
about coming to Court. 

‘This concluded the prosecution. 

His Honour said that the Court record 
was to the effect that accused pleaded 
not guilty. 

‘Mr. Lamme called Loh Ah-nys—Loh 
Ah-nya as his first witness said he 
was a river police detective. He w 
prosont on the Hulk on Saturday morn- 
ing lest. when Inspector Mellows was 
questioning the rampan men, Tsing Pan- 
ning. Inspector Mellows "asked the 
sampau man if Munz had kicked decensed 
and the man said Munz had never kicked 
deceased but bad strek him three or four 
times and pushed him with his foot. 

‘By his Honour—The coolie said thet 
accused pushed deceased in the region of 
the abdomen with his foot. 
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Inspector Mellows,’ sworn, stated that 
he ~poketo the sampan man Tsing direct, 
and on Saturday morning through an 
interpreter. On Friday evening witness 
asked the coolie im pidgin English 
whether there had been any trouble 
between Munz and some coolies up the 
Creek. He said they bad had trouble 
at the Thibet Road with a rice boat 
Witness simply asked if Munz hed 
kicked a Chinaman there, aod thesampan 
coolie said “no.” Next morning witness 
had the coolie into his cabin with an 
interpreter and asked about this troubl 
He told practically what he had sai 
‘evidence, except about the kicking. Wit- 
ness understood that accused pushed the 
man in the back to mske him work on 
the yuloh, and then got into his sam- 
pan without turning to look at the coolie 
‘again. _Munz had been in the River 
Police about 12 months. The fact of his 
doing duty on the Soochow Creek showed 
he was one of witness's best men, as he 
always picked out his best mon for that 
duty. It was heart-breaking work to 
koop the channel clear. The regulations, 
however, did not permit of 
It was labour, regular coolie work 
requiring physical labour, getting theso 
boats to move. At this point there was 
great congestion of trafic. Witness 
had heard the testimony of Ah-Du. 
From his testimony ho must have been 
40 yards away. It would be impossible 
to ‘see what happened on the rice boat 
from where this witness stood. There 
wore always numbers of bigger boats on 
the foreshore when the tide was low, 
which would obstruct the view. Witness 
Kept Tsing on board the hulk until ho 























handed him over with Munz to the 
police. 

By Inspector Chilver—Witness did 
not think .it would have been possib! 
to have seon what was going on on the 
boat from this bank. He often passed 
his men on duty at this point when 
looking for them. 

Sergeant J. W. Landsberg, of the 
Police, sworn, stated that he had done 
duty for three years of the Soochow 
Crock. It was excoedingly difficult to 
keep the channel clear. The boat coolies 
would not obey orders. Witness nad 
known Munz about 12 months. He sa 
him about 10.20 a.m. on Friday near the 
Yuen Chong Rice Mill. He reported that 
everything was correct. Witness was 
then towed up beyond Markham Road and 
next time he saw aconsed was about 
11.20 near Honan Road Bridge. The 
first witness heard of tho trouble was 
about 3.p.m. that afternoon, when the 
Harbour Master sent off to ask if accused 
‘was on board. Witness did not think Ab 
Du could have seen anything fr 
where he stood. A position in the river 
Police might ruffle the temper of ai 
angel. 

By his Honour—Munz had the dragon 
flag on his sampan both times witness 
saw bim. It was very hard to obey the 
regulations with regard to violence. Wit- 
ness never saw Munz drunk. 

At this stage the Court adjourned until 
2pm. 

‘On resuming, accused took the stand, 

His Honour cautioned him and gavo 
him the option of testifying or giving a 
statement on oath. 

‘Accused elected to be sworn. 

‘Accused stated that ho was born in 
Germany and naturalised at San Francisco 
in 1899. 

‘Mr. G. A. Derby stated that he had 
seen these papers. 

‘Accused said that he was on the U. 8. 
88. Oregon and Helena until 12 months 























{ago, when he joined the River police. He 
was on those ships for seven yoars and 
was discharged as time-expired. On the 
13th October he was in the Soochow 
Creek from 6 a.m. until 1 p.m. Witness 
and bis sampan man were alone. They 
wont up thé creck at 6.30 am. He 
first saw the rice boat about 8.45 
am. at Thibet Road Bridge in 
the fairway. The first time he saw it, it 
was under the bridge. The boat was 
right in the channel and witness told his 
sampan man to tell them to get out of 
the way. They refused to go. He then 
|went on board and cut a rope. Two 
mon then ran ashore. Witness stopped 
the third man and pushed him towards 
the yuloh. Witness struck him twice 
with'a rattan (produced). Witness step- 
ped back into his sampan and saw tho 
rice boat move further up the Crock. 
| He then went up to the Acid Works and 
stayed up there about an hour and & 
|quarter. When he got back in about an 
(hour and a-half the boat was on the 
|Hongkew side of th- Creek about 40 
yards above the bridge. It was still 
obstructing the channel and witness told 
them to move. They refused and ono of 
three men on board ran ashore. 
Witness took one of the men and tried 
him yuloh. He refused and 

witness struck him over the shoulders 
with the rattan, This was supposed to 
be the man who died. Witnoss had not 
soon him since. in the 
, twice, with the flat of his hand. 

He did not catch hold of the ceolie. 
The latter sat down and witness lifted 
him up with his left hand. ‘The coolie 
then began to walk about and witnoss 
‘ot back into his sampan, and continued 
duties until 1 p.m., when ho went to 

the Hulk, put his name on the liberty 
list and went ashore. The next he heard 
was at 5 p.m. when Sergt. Landsberg came 
and said Inspector Mellows wanted to 800 
him on board. A little later on, when on 
board the hulk, he heard.one of the mon say 
he had hit a Chinaman who had died. Wit- 
nogs never kicked the coolio, or struck 
him with his fists. It required constant 
attention on the part of the police to 
keep the channel cloar. Tho boatmon 
do not like to obey orders from a 
foreigner and it required & good desl 
of physical effort to make them move. 
He had never soon the coolie before or 
He did not use more force than 



















































accustomed to use daily. Hie instruc- 
tions were not to strike anyone. 

By Inspector Chilver—Ho recognised 
the first witness called as the man 
he first struck. Witness had the power 
to arrest men if they refused to obey 
his orders. 

By his Honour—There were at least 
three boats between the Hongkew shore 
\and this rice boat. He struck the first 
man lightly on the head with his rattan, 
When he returned to the sampan he saw 
the man’s noso was bleeding. He did 
not strike this man on the nose, and did 
not use his fist at all, (Witness showod 
on a plan the position of the men on the 
ricgboat when he was on board the 
second time.) He did not the 
coolie who was alleged to have died stifti- 
ciently hard to make him unsteady on his 
feet. The coolie was walking abont when 
witness left. He did uot tonoh the coolie 
with his boot. Witness saw Sergt. Lands- 
berg about 10.20 am. that day, after 
the trouble. He did not tell the Sergeant 
sbout this affair as the rice-boat was 
moved as soon as he got back into his 
sempav. He did not consider this.an 
important matter at the time; jhe was 
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only supposed to report any serious 
trouble. The flag on his sampan was not 
taken down at all that day. It would 
only be lifted out if another boat 
threatened to strike it.

Then no evidence had been produced to 
show that the man accused admitted 
striking and the deceased wore one and 
the same. Ho contended also that the 
evidence given by the Chinese witnoases 
displayed such extraordinary unanimity 
that it was incredible. 

The Court reserved judgment.
